An attempt has i 
been made to identify those "core" DDA-activities for which 
authority is not explicitly or implicitly provided in 
existing statutes. If legislation were passed precluding the 
Agency from performing these activities in the manner of 
years past, such legislation might seriously hamper the DDA 
ae from fulfilling his functions and responsibilities.
